Officials Oust Sir Francis 
_ Aglen in Tax Dispute; U. S. 
Moving Its Nationals. 


Peking, (Tuesday) Feb. 1 (By A. P.). 
The Peking, or céntral, government of 
China today dismissed Sir Francis 
Agien, inspector general of customs. 


Peking, Jan. 31 (By A. P.).—The 
northern and the southern governments 
are preparing for a supreme struggle 
to determine the mastery of all China. 
Each has begun aligning its forces for 
a campaign in the basin of the Yangtee 
river, with Hankow, in central China, 
as the focal point. 

Marshal Wu Pei-fu, considered one 
of the ablest generals in China, has 
been received into the northern alliance 
of war lords and with Gen. Chang 
Hsueh-liang, son of the Manchurian 
dictator, Chang Tso-lin is expected to 
lead the northerners’ advance toward 
Hankow. 

Wu, whose prestige suffered when his 
forces were thrown back from Hankow 
last August by the Cantonese and he 
lost much of his domain in central 
China, gave assurances to Chang Tso- 
lin that he had put down the insub- 
ordination.in his army and was pre- 
pared to take the field against the 
southerners. 

Shantung Province Arming. 

The men of Shantung province are 
arming under leadership of their gov- 
ernor, Chang Tsung-chang, ally of the 
northerners, who is expected to lead 
them in battle. 

To meet the great force rolling upon 
them from the north the Cantonese 
(nationalists) are concentrating their 
forces at Hankow, ° Large numbers of 
'setr troéps are Gn the Move from 
Ichang and elsewhere on the — 
river. ' 

The issue of the campaign is expected 
to determine whether the Cantonese * 
will continue their conquering march 
which began last spring from two prov- · 
inces of southeast China and brought 
under their control nearly half of 
China, or whether they will be forced 
back whence they came. 

' Tax Collection Ordered. 

China made another assault tonight on 
foreign control of Chinese institutions. 
The finance ministry in a statement, in 
effect, ordered Sir Francis Agien, Brit- 
ish inspector-general of the Chinese 
maritime customs, to place his organi- 
zation, foreign-controlled for a genera- 
tion, in charge of the collection of the 
2'%4 and 5 per cent surtaxes which the 
recent mandate of the Peking govern- 
ment ordered to become effective from 
tomorrow. 

Agien was reminded that he was an 
appointee of the government of China 
and must carry out its orders, 

The ministry published correspond- 
ence which showed that Aglen asserted 


| that his organization may collect only 
‘taxes permitted by treaties. The gov-. 


ernment repiied that the surtaxes were 
unanimously agreed upon by the powers 


| at the Washington conference and were 


incorporated in a treaty there. Hence.

The House appropriations committee 
has undertaken to write language that 
Comptroller General John R. McCarl 
cannot misunderstand. This was the 


sense, if not the words, of comment by 
Lieut. Col. J. Franklin Bell, erigineer 
commissioner, yesterday, after detailed 
inspection of the District budget as re- 
ported to the House by the committee. 

“Notwithstanding continuation of 
the 25 per cent limitation over assessed 
value on purchases of land for school ; 
and playground purposes,” said Col. 
Bell, “there is a more liberal allowance. 
Last year Congress appropriated §1564,- 
000 to be spent for these purposes with- 
out such Imitation. It was intended 
as a sort of emergency fund so that 
we could buy very urgent sites if the 
price on condemnation was more 
than 125 per cent of i assersed 
value. The comptroller general ruled 
that the language of the appropriation

bill did not exempt that sum from the 
‘mutation. The present bill continues 
| the appropriation, with more specific 
phraseology.” 

The more specific phraseology consists 
of the words, following the item, “with- 
out Imitation as to price based on as- 
sessed Value” 

Another schol appropriation was con- 
tinued, $125,000 for purchase of ground 
for an athletic field for Western High 
school, This appropriation was first 
made in the 1925 budget, before the 25 
per cent limitation was applied, and has 
been centinued from year to year since 
It is presumed by District officials that 
it is not subject to the Imitation, but 
in view of McCarl's ruling last year it ts 
feared that unless the specifid language 
applied to the $154,000 appropriation be 
added before the bill is pa , the ath- 
letic Meld purchase may fall.

$40,000 LOOT TAKEN 
BY CHINESE PIRATES 


Marauders Overrun Vessel, 
Escape With Cash, Jewels 
~ and Five Captives. 


Hongkong, Jan. 31 (By A. P.).--A 
private crew brought the steamship 
Seang Bee into their notorious rendez- 
vous at Bias bay. near here today, 
kidnaped five well-to-do Chinese pas- 
sengers to be held for ransom and 
made off with money and jewelry 
valued at $40,000. The Seang Bee. 
owned by Chinese but flying the Brit- 
ish flag, left Singapore in the Straits 
Settiements, January 24 with more 
than 700 Chinese passengers aboard 
the 6,000 ton vessel. She was bound 
for Hongkong. 

When three days from Singapore 38 
pirates, who had come aboard as deck 
passengers, took possession of the ship. 

The Seang Bee soon was at the 
mercy of the pirates. They ransacked 
the cabins of the officers and passen- 
gers, seived the ship's armory and 
with pointed revolvers forced thé of- 
ficers to steer toward Bias bay. The 
Chinese passengers were terrified when 
the pirates threatened to — kero- 
sene upon their heads and burn them 
to death. When the Seang Bee arriv- 
ed at Bias bay the pirates compelled 
the crew to row them ashore in life 
boats with their five captives and 
booty. The cargo was not touched by 
the robbers.

BUSINESS TAKEN OVER 


At 4 joint mé@eting yesterday of stock- 
holders and creditors of the Old Dutch 
Market, Inc., it was voted to reorganize 
along the lines submitted by a stosk- 
holders’ reorganization committee, and 
the subscriptions to stock in the new 
company were sufficient to justify the 
statement that a reorganization will 
take place and the Old Dutch stores 
will be continued. 

Under the plans approved a new com- 
pany will be to be known as

The new 
company will have three stock issues, a 
first preferred nonvoting of 6,000 shares, 
par value 610 each, paying cumulative 
dividends of 6 per cent; a second pre- 
ferred of 12,000 shares, 
paying cumulative dividends of 3 per 
cent, and 123,000 shares of common 
stock, which is to be given as a bonus 
to the purchasers of the first preferred. 
The first preferred will be offered to the 
old stockholders at “par, then to the 
creditors and then to the public. In 
this manner $60,000 cash is to be raised. 

Of the new money’ raised by the sale 
of stock $30,000 and the entire second 
preferred stock is to be paid in liquida- 
tion of creditors’ claims. This means 
that creditors of the old company, with 
claims aggregating $300,000, are to be 
given $30,000 in cash and §120,900 in 
second preferred stock which gives them 
50 cents on the dollar, 10 cents in cash 
and 40 per cent in second preferred 
stock.

J IN HISTORIC ALEXANDRIA. 


A movement is afoot in Alexandria to re- 
store the old Presbyterian meeting house 
which ‘closed its doors in 1886. Seventeen 
civic and patriotic organizations have com- 


} ined for the campaign, the opening guns of 
4 which were fired several weeks ago by a de- 
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tachment of marines, whose cannons were em- 


placed on historic Shooter's hill. ; 

Alexandria was settled largely by Scotch sea 
captains and mercharts, many of whom were 
bu-ied from the old meeting house. In the 
graveyard which surrounds the church lie the 
remains of the revolutionary hero, John 
Carlyle, besides the bodies of 6 captains of 
the line in the war‘of the Revolution, 18 oti:er 
veterans of the Revolutton, 22 members of the 
lodge of Masons over which George Washing- 
ton presided, 2 of his pallbearers and the wife 
of another, the chaplain who preached the 
funeral sermon, and the captain of the last 
military organization which Washington re- 
viewed. Yet this historically hallowed ground 
has been permitted to fall into disrepair, the 
meeting house being unfit for occupancy. 

As a result of an awakened public senti- 
ment, the campaign to raise $10,000 for the 
restoration is under way. When repairs are 
completed the structure will be throwm open 
to the public, and a nominal fee will be 
charged to provide for the hire of a permanent 
custodian. rm 


IMMUNIZE THE BABIES, 


There were 940 cases of diphtheria in the 
District of Columbia in 1926, Forty of these 
cases were fatal, Thirty years ago the out- 
come would have boen fatal in fully 720 cases. 
Deaths from diphtheria have been reduced 70 


to 80 per cent since the discoveries of the 


diphtheria antitoxin by ,Dr. Roue, of France, 


and Dr. von Behring, of Germany, which were 
made simultaneously early in the nineties. 

Wonderful as have been the results of the 
antitoxin treatment, it ts to the researches of 
another great.German doctor that even greater 
progress in the war against diphtheria is due. 
Dr. Schick's work toward the immunization of 
the human family to the disease is perhaps 
of more importance than the discovery of the 
cure, | 

Through. immunization of children Au- 
burn, N. Y., the health authorities of that city 
were able to report that there was not a sin- 
gle fatal case of diphtheria within the munici- 
pality during the last year. From all sections 
of the State almost equally encouraging re- 
ports were received, and it is the- opinion. of 
the State health department that the time is 
near at hand when it-can be truthfully said 
that: diphtheria has stamped out com- 
pletely in New York State

INDECENT LITERATURE. 

Some days ago the commissioners took 
under advisement the question of adopting a 
license luw applicable to newsdealers, designed 
primarily for the purpose of squelching the 
traffic in indecent literature. The matter was 
referred to the corporation counsel for his 
opinion. After due consideration that official 
decided that the existing law if enforced rigid- 
ly is adequate to control the sale of all litera- 


‘ture injurious to public morals, and gave it as 


his opinion that the proposed license would in 
no way change present conditions or give bet- 
ter control of the action of dealers. 

As was pointed out by the corporation coun- 
sel, the subject is a police problem entirely, 
and consists of the detection of violators of 
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the present law, and the presentation of evi; 
dence sufficient for conviction. A _ licenge 
would jn no way lessen the responsibility or 
necessity of police vigilance, particularly in 


view of the fact that local dealers have indi- | 


cated a willingness to establish a Voluntary 
censorship of improper matter.

His’ testimony was received by the 
government as an ample answer to the 
‘challenge of the defense that he may 
have wounded his fellow patrolman in 
the confusion. He declared both he 
and Busch directed their fire in front 
of them and never were they in line 
of each other's bullets 

At the outset of the morning session 
James J. O'Leary, of government coun- 
sel, was drawing the story of the bat- 
tle from Ach through the interrogation 
method.

registers are to be used first. 
Announcement followed that of 
President Coolidge Saturday night, that 
he had signed an executive order req 


quiring the commission to certify 
eligibles from reemployment instead of 
regular registers so long as there are 
eligibles on the former with —— 
qualifications for positions to be . 
The present order amends those of 
November 29, 1918, and April 30, 1918, 
which provide for placement on re- 
employment registers of the names of 
competent employes ted from 
service by reason of reduction of force. 
It further provides that employes 
who are dropped must be recommended 
for further employment, because of 
demonstrated worth, by the office from 
which they are separated before their 
names can be placed upon reemploy- 
ment registers. ⸗ 


Order of President Coolidge. 


The full text of the order follows: 

“The names of persons in the com- 
petitive claasified service with unre 
stricted status who were appointed, 
either permanently or probationally,~ 
and who have served iess than three 


years, and who are separated from the 
rervice because of a reduction of force, 
and who are recommended for further 
employment by the government because 
of demonstrated efficiency in the of- 
fice from which they are separated, 
will, upon request, be entered by the 
civil service commission upon appro- 
priate registers for reappointment, 
eligibility thereon to continue for one 
year from date of separation. 

“Buch reemployment registers will be 
separate and apart from the registers 
of the commission resulting from cur- 
rent examination, and elegibility there- 
on, and certification and appointments 
therefrom shall in all respects con~- 
form to the usual practice and pro- 
cedure, except that certifications of 
persons formerly in the apportioned 
service shall be made without regard 
to apportionment. 

“When departments or establish- 
ments make requisition on the civil 
service commission for certification of 
eligibles the commission will make 
certifications from the reemployment 
rgisters so long as there are eligibles 
thereon with the necessary qualifica- 
tions.”
